maintain that no club has tile right 
even to study ancient Greece until 
it has solved the problem of the grease 
at its own back door.” 
Moss Stearns sjioke eloquently 
of 
the necessity for abiding strictly by 
the child labor lawn and rejoiced in 
the sweep that prohibition is making 
throughout the land, 
and 
predicted 
that "The things thai have made Mil­ 
waukee infamous will soon be turned 
into establishments for the manufac­ 
ture of malted milk.” 
Miss Stearns reviewed most enter­ 
tainingly the debate in the Senate on 
the loth of January when tile equal 
suffrage amendment was passed, when 
she was an intent ted spectator in the 
geller>, and declared that in the ideal 
demon acy, men and women will work 
side by side. 
The speaker deplored 
the drawing of sex 
lines 
in 
clubs 
where it woukf be possible for men 
and women to work together. 
In the ideal democracy, the public 
leisure and recreation will be helpful 
and healthy—Git* popular songs 
will 
not bear such titles as "Does Spear 
mint L:*e i: 
Flavor on the B ed ust 
Overnight?” but will be s o u r s worthy 
the name and will be known by all the 
people, and it will be perfectly safe 
to ask a crowd to sing the second 
verse of “The Star Spa l l e d Bander.” 
Too much emrihasis on vocational 
training in the schools was depreoaed 
by Miss Stearns, who declared that 
the ideal education held enough of the 
cultural side to cultivate the imagin­ 
ation. 
Government ownershii of hummi ne- 


ceKsities, to avoid profiteering, 
was 
another phase of the sjieaker’s ideal 
democracy, as was also a compulsory 
tillirg of the soil, to the etui that its 
productiveness would assure freedom 
lrom the high cost of living, which, 
declared Miss Stearns, is not due to 
the war at all, but to the fact that 55 
lier cent of our tillable land iii idle 
and non-productive. 
Miss Stearns gave to women a large 
part in the ideal democracy, declaring 
'hat woman must not alone have part 
in arbitration, but also in administra­ 
tion, for in this war, woman’ has earn­ 
ed the right to sit at the council ta­ 
ble. 
“You California 
club 
women 
seem so afraid of politics—you must 
remember that polities is 
as 
much 
your busine:!* as it is the men's, and 
that politics should be the translation 
of Christ’s spirit into the law of the 
land.”
